tical ward work? This is done to a considerable 
extent in those training schools possessing the 
immense advantage of a preliminary school, such 
as a very limited few of our larger hospitals have 
with dithculty established, but there are many 
other institutions quite unable, for obvious finan- 
cial reasons, to follow this plan, for whose benefit 
universities might be properly utilised if the 
scheme were recognised and approved by the 
hospital authorities. 

As our correspondent points out, in other pro- 
fessions there are preliminary courses of study 
and examinations that must be successfully passed 
before more responsible duties are entered upon, 
and why, she asks, should not women who intend 
to become nurses begin their curriculum in the 
same fashion? Courses of lectures might well be 
taken on such subjects as anatomy and physi- 
ology, sick-room cookery, sanitation and hygiene, 
under some recognised educational authority 
before they enter the wards of their chosen hos- 
pital, and the rudiments of more practical nursing 
could even be taught in the same way. The in- 
stitution of an entranee examination, with the 
careful indication of the kind of preliminary study 
to be followed by candidates, might be a salutary 
step for hospital authorities to take. 

We move very slowly towards progress, or s0 
obvious an arrangement would be in operation 
already, but it is inevitable that it must presently 
be regarded as essential that a probationer shall 
have mastered the elementary technicalities of 
her work before acceptance for ward work. It is 
evident that the scientific knowledge now ex- 
pected, by increasing the strain on the physical 
strength cf nurses, dey] ends more on the amount, 
rather than upon the actual hours on duty in the 
wards. But for this double pull upon mind 
and body many more very suitable women 
would be able to go through the training, 
and there never was greater need than exists 
to-day for urging the claims of nursing as a 
profession upon educated women. It is the cry 
from all sides that the average candidate present- 
ing herself for training sadly fails to come up to 
the standard required for the nurses of the 
future. But it is useless to put the blame upon 
the indifference of the material. A re-adjust- 
ment of the conditions under which nurses do 
their work will be a first step towards securing a 
better class of pupil. There can be no really 


valid reason why hospitals, in common with other 
institutions, should not make all the use they can 
of the educational advantages now available, so 
many of which were non-existent in the days 
when the trainirg regulations were formulated.

Selling a New tdea (Nurse C.).—I am afraid you will 
find it difficult to get anyone to give you money for your 
idea, because you have not protected your invention in 
any way, and it only requires a knowledge of your idea 
to be able to make articles in accordance with it and 
sell them. Before trying to find a purchaser of the 
invention (and I daresay you could readily find one), you 
must take out a patent for the manufactured article or 
register the design (if it is of the character that can be 
registered). Any design applicable to any article of 
manufacture, or to any substance, artificial or natural, 
whether the design is applicable for the pattern or for 
the shape or configuration, can be registered, and upon 
registration copyright for a term of five years is secured. 
The register of designs is at the Patent Office, and the 
application form can be obtained by writing for it. 
There are several classes into which designs are divided, 
and you may, if you like, register in more than one class 
You would have to put the letters Rd. or Regd. upon 
each article reproduced in compliance with the registra- 
tion. When you have done this, the nimble conceit of 
your mind will be protected from the highwayman, who, 
in the guise of a respectable inventor, still lurks by the 
way. Then, and only then, will it be safe for you to 
make known to anybody likely to utilise it this invention 
of yours. Should you require a solicitor or a patent agent 
to register this design of yours, the Editor of THe

COMPENSATION FOR MATERNITY 
NURSE 
An ImpPoRTANT JUDGMEN’. 

Wandsworth County Court on Monday, Judge 
ton gave an important decision in connection 
action in which Mrs. Elizabeth Smith, a nurse, 
of Lurline Gardens, Battersea, applied for an award 
under the Workmen’s Compensation Act. The respondent 
was Mr. Frederick Andrews, a grocer’s manager, of 51 War- 
riner Gardens, Battersea. While nursing respondent's wife 
February 20th, Mrs. Smith fell downstairs, and her 
right hand struck an oil lamp which was on the staircase. 
The lamp-glass broke and cut her right hand. Blood 
poisoning set in, and the arm had to be araputated, caus 
ing total incapacity. She claimed 10s. a week compensa 

tion. 

Giving judgment, his Honour said the nurse was engaged 
by responds nt’s wife to attend her in her confinement. The 
agreement was originally made for a fortnight in January 
last, but the confinement did not take place until February 
20th. Or that day the nurse commenced hey duties. 

It had seen contended that the nurse was not a workman 
within the meaning of the Act on the ground that she was 
a skilled person a ting under the orders of the doctor and 
not the patient It was also contended that as she took 
control she was an independent contractos. No doubt, 
said his Honour, a maternity nurse exercised her duties 
under the supervision of the doctor, but ho failed to see 
how it could be successfully argued that the was an in 
dependent contractor.

She was in the analogous position to that of 
an extra tempor iry servant, who might be engaged ior a 
fortnight or for months. Therefore Mrs. Smith was en 
titled to compensation. She had stated that her average 
earnings were 9s.
